EXTERMINATION  OF  NOXIOUS  ANIMALS 
AND  BIRDS. 

HE  UNDERSIGNED  has  the  honour  to 
recommend  that  authority  for  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  Legislature 
for  the  fiscal  year  1931-32  under  Vote  No.  40, 
Extermination  of  Noxious  Animals  and  Birds — 
Expenses,  etc.,  be  given  as  follows : — 

1.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter 
contained,  payment  shall  be  made  to  any  person 
who  is  the  holder  of  a  licence  to  carry  firearms 
under  the  “  Game  Act,”  or  to  any  Indian  who  is 
a  resident  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  in 
respect  of  timber-wolves,  cougars,  coyotes,  and  mag¬ 
pies  killed  by  him  within  the  Province,  of  the 
respective  amounts  following : — 

(a.)  In  respect  of  each  timber-wolf  (black  or 
grey)  not  less  than  one  week  old  when 
killed,  five  dollars  ($5). 

(6.)  In  respect  of  each  cougar  not  less  than  one 
week  old  when  killed,  thirty  dollars  ($30). 

(c.)  In  respect  of  each  coyote  killed1  between  the 
first  day  of  May  and  the  thirty-first  day  of 
October,  1931,  both  dates  inclusive,  five 
dollars  ($5). 

( d .)  In  respect  of  each  magpie  killed,  ten  cents 

(10c.). 

2.  Every  person  applying  for  payment  in  respect 
of  any  animal  killed  by  him  shall  produce  the 
entire  pelt  of  the  animal  to  one  of  the  following 
officers,  namely :  A  Provincial  Game  Inspector  or 
Game  Warden,  an  officer  or  constable  of  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Police  Force,  or  a  person  authorized  in 
writing  at  any  time  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
as  an  officer  to  receive  applications  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  herein  set  out.  The  pelt  shall  be  produced, 
in  the  case  of  a  timber-wolf  or  cougar,  within  six 
months  from  the  date  on  which  it  was  killed,  and 
in  the  case  of  a  coyote,  within  two  months  from  the 
date  on  which  it  was  killed1.  The  applicant  shall 
also  produce  to  the  officer  an  application  duly  made 
by  the  applicant  in  a  form  provided  by  the  Game 
Commissioner,  setting  out  the  facts  as  to  the  kill¬ 
ing  of  the  animal  and  stating  the  date  on  which 
and  the  place  where  it  was  killed.  The  applicant, 
unless  he  is  an  Indian,  shall  also  produce  to  the 


officer  for  inspection  the  firearms  licence  held  by  the 
applicant. 

3.  The  officer  shall  examine  the  pelt  so  produced 
to  him,  and  if  a  hole  is  found  in  either  ear  of  the 
pelt  he  shall  refuse  the  application.  If  both  ears 
are  found  to  be  intact  and  the  application  is  found 
to  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  herein  con¬ 
tained,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  officer,  he  shall 
cut  a  hole  not  less  than  one-half  inch  in  diameter 
in  the  left  ear  of  the  pelt,  and  shall  endorse  upon 
the  application  a  certificate  of  approval  in  the 
form  provided  by  the  Game  Commissioner,  and  shall 
return  the  approved  application  to  the  applicant. 

4.  Every  person  applying  for  payment  in  respect 
of  any  magpies  killed  by  him  shall  within  two 
weeks  after  the  same  have  been  killed  produce  the 
heads  of  the  magpies  to  one  of  the  officers  men¬ 
tioned  in  clause  2  hereof,  accompanied  by  an  appli¬ 
cation  duly  made  by  the  applicant  in  a  form  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Game  Commissioner,  setting  out  the 
facts  as  to  the  killing  of  the  magpies  and  the  date 
on  which  and  place  where  the  same  were  killed. 
The  applicant,  unless  he  is  an  Indian,  shall  also 
produce  to  the  officer  for  inspection  the  firearms 
licence  held  by  the  applicant.  If  the  application 
is  found  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
herein  contained,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  officer, 
he  shall  destroy  the  heads  so  produced  to  him,  and 
shall  endorse  upon  the  application  a  certificate  of 
approval  of  the  application  containing  a  statement 
that  he  has  destroyed  the  heads  so  produced,  and 
he  shall  thereupon  return  the  approved  application 
to  the  applicant. 

5.  Upon  deposit  of  the  approved  application  with 
any  Government  Agent  within  sixty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  certificate  of  approval,  and,  in  the 
case  of  a  coyote  pelt,  upon  production  and  sur¬ 
render  to  him  of  the  pelt,  the  Government  Agent 
may  pay  to  the  applicant  the  amount  payable  here¬ 
under  with  respect  to  the  animal  or  bird  so  killed 
by  him. 

6.  In  addition  to  the  expenditures  made  under 
the  foregoing  provisions,  the  Minister  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  may  authorize  the  Game  Commissioner  to 
employ  persons  from  time  to  time  to  hunt  and  kill 
any  animal  or  bird  which  is  a  menace  to  domestic 
animals  or  birds,  at  such  rates  of  pay  as  may  be 
agreed  on,  and  payment  of  the  persons  so  employed 
shall  be  made  from  the  said  Vote  No.  40.

“  SECURITY  FRAUDS  PREYENTION  ACT.” 


April  29th,  1931. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  32  of 
the  “  Security  Frauds  Prevention  Act  ”  being 
chapter  G4  of  the  Statutes  of  1930,  His  Honour  the 
Administrator  in  Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No. 
518,  approved  on  the  29th  day  of  April.  1931, 
has  been  pleased  to  repeal  the  existing  regulations, 
and  to  substitute  therefor  the  following  regula¬ 
tions  : — 

Part  I. — Definitions  and  Exemptions. 

1.  “  Act,”  wherever  used  in  the  regulations, 
means  the  “  Security  Frauds  Prevention  Act.” 

2.  “  Official,”  wherever  used  in  the  Act  or  the 
regulations,  but  subject  to  subsection  (2)  of  section 
4  of  the  Act,  includes  president,  chairman,  director, 
general  manager,  department  or  branch  office  man¬ 
ager,  and  any  member  of  a  committee,  trustee,  or 
officer  acting. in  a  similar  capacity,  whether  called 
by  any  such  title  or  not. 

3.  “  Security  ”  includes  in  extension  of  the  defini¬ 
tion  contained  in  section  2  of  the  Act  any  share, 
stock,  debenture,  bond,  note,  unit,  certificate  of 
share  or  interest,  preorganization  subscription  or 
certificate,  voting  trust  certificate,  collateral  trust 
certificate,  profit-sharing  agreement,  investment 
contract,  and  income  or  annuity  contract,  whether 
relating  to  a  person,  company,  or  proposed  company. 

4.  “  Salesman  ”  as  defined  by  section  2  of  the 
Act  shall  not  include  any  employee  of  a  broker 
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registered  under  the  Act,  whoso  <liitic.s  (1<>  not 
ordinarily  include  trading  in  securities  and  whose 
name  and  duties  are  reported  to  the  Registrar  by 
the  broker;  but  the  employee  shall  cease  to  be  en¬ 
titled  to  this  exemption  if  his  duties  are  changed 
to  those  of  a  salesman,  or,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Registrar,  he  should  be  registered  as  a  broker  or 
salesman  and  the  Registrar  notifies  the  broker  that 
the  employee  is  required  to  be  so  registered. 

Part  II. — Registration. 

1.  Every  registration  other  than  a  temporary 
registration  shall  expire  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April  next  following  the  date  of  registration.  Every 
temporary  registration  shall  expire  on  the  date 
fixed  therefor  by  the  Attorney-General  or  the 
Registrar. 

2.  The  forms  of  application  for  registration  and 
of  certificate  of  registration  and  all  forms  with 
respect  to  any  change  in  registration  or  to  any  in¬ 
formation  or  material  recorded  or  filed  or  required 
to  be  recorded  or  filed  with  the  Registrar  may  from 
time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Registrar. 

3.  The  bond  mentioned  in  subsection  (1)  of  sec¬ 
tion  7  of  the  Act  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
“$500  bond”)  shall  be  according  to  Form  4  as  set 
forth  in  the  Schedule,  and  the  bond  mentioned  in 
subsection  (2)  of  that  section  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  “surety  bond”)  shall  be  according  to 
Form  5  as  set  forth  in  the  Schedule. 

4.  Upon  receipt  of  a  request  for  forms,  stating 
whether  registration  is  sought  as  a  broker  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  trading  in  securities,  or,  in  the 
case  of  a  company,  to  trade  in  securities  of  its  own 
issue  only,  or  to  trade  in  securities  as  a  salesman, 
the  Registrar  shall  forthwith  furnish  the  applicant 
with  the  proper  form  of  application  for  registration 
in  duplicate,  and,  where  the  $500  bond  is  required, 
with  Form  4  in  duplicate,  or,  where  a  surety  bond 
is  required,  with  Form  5  in  triplicate. 

5.  Every  applicant  shall  promptly  complete  the 
form  of  application  for  registration  and  procure  any 
required  bond  to  be  executed,  and  shall  return  to  the 
Registrar  one  copy  of  each  form,  accompanied  by 
a  certified  cheque,  money-order,  or  postal  note  for 
the  proper  fees.  Such  further  information  as  the 
Registrar  requires  shall  also  be  furnished  to  him. 

6.  Where  temporary  registration  only  is  granted, 
the  Registrar  shall  notify  the  applicant  thereof,  and 
in  any  other  case  the  Registrar  shall  issue  to  him  a 
certificate  showing  that  he  is  registered  under  the 
Act  for  the  purpose  stated  in  the  certificate. 

7.  A  temporary  registration  may  from  time  to 
time  be  changed  by  the  Attorney-General  or  the 
Registrar. 

8.  Where  an  application  is  withdrawn,  or  is  not 
completed  within  three  months  from  the  date  when 
it  is  made,  or  registration  is  refused,  the  Registrar 
shall  retain  the  fee  prescribed  for  the  application 
and  shall  return  any  fees  paid  to  him  for  registra¬ 
tion. 

9.  Where  the  officials  or  some  of  the  officials  of 
a  company  are  registered,  but  the  company  itself  is 
not  registered,  the  application  for  registration  shall 
for  the  purposes  of  subsection  (2)  of  section  6  of 
the  Act  state  the  full  name  and  address  of  the 
person  who  is  to  be  registered  as  the  senior  official 
of  the  company. 

10.  (1.)  Every  person  or  company  registered 
under  the  Act  shall  file  with  the  Registrar  a  notice, 
stating  full  particulars  : — 

(a.)  Of  any  change  in  his  or  its  address  for  ser¬ 
vice  as  recorded  with  the  Registrar : 

(b.)  In  the  case  of  a  partnership,  of  any  change 
in  its  members  or  officials : 

(c. )  In  the  case  of  a  company,  of  any  change  in 
its  officials,  including  a  senior  official  under 
clause  9 : 

( d .)  In  the  case  of  a  broker,  of  the  termination 
of  the  employment  or  authority  of  his  or  its 
salesmen  : 

(e.)  In  the  case  of  a  broker,  of  the  employment 
or  authorization  of  a  new  salesman : 

(/.)  In  the  case  of  a  salesman,  that  he  has  ceased 
to  be  employed  or  authorized  by  the  broker 
for  whom  he  acted,  as  recorded  with  the 
Registrar : 


(//.)  In  the  case  of  a  salesman,  that  he  is  em¬ 
ployed  or  authorized  by  a  broker  other  than 
the  broker  for  whom  he  is  recorded  with  the 
Registrar  as  acting: 

(h.)  Of  any  change  in  the  name  under  which  he 
or  it  is  registered. 

(2.)  Every  person  and  every  company  failing  to 
comply  with  this  clause  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence. 

11.  Every  person  and  every  company  employing 
or  authorizing  to  trade  in  securities  as  bis  or  its 
salesman  a  person  or  company  that  is  not  regis¬ 
tered  under  this  Act  as  his  or  its  salesman  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offence. 

12.  Upon  (lie  surrender  to  him  of  the  certificate 
of  registration,  the  Registrar  may  amend  the  certifi¬ 
cate  or  issue  a  new  certificate  where  he  thinks  it 
advisable. 

13.  In  the  case  of  a  person  or  company  registered 
under  the  Act,  the  Registrar  may  for  the  purposes 
of  a  second  or  subsequent  registration  accept  a 
modified  form  of  application,  where  the  facts  are 
substantially  the  same  as  at  the  date  of  the  last 
application. 

14.  Where  the  registration  of  a  person  or  com¬ 
pany  is  reduced  to  a  temporary  registration,  or  is 
suspended,  or  cancelled,  that  person  or  company 
shall  forthwith  surrender  to  the  Registrar  his  or 
its  certificate  of  registration.  In  the  case  of  a 
reduction  of  registration,  the  Registrar  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  temporary  registration,  and  in  the  case 
of  a  suspension  of  registration  shall  hold  the  certifi¬ 
cate  until  the  period  of  suspension  has  expired. 

15.  The  Registrar  may  publish  in  the  Gazette, 
and  in  convenient  form  for  distribution,  a  list  of 
the  names  of  all  persons  and  companies  registered 
under  the  Act.

tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspjfper  freely  circulating  in  all 
pares  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature
